Protest Against the - Enforce- 
ment of Pure Food 
Inspection Order 


Washington.—Ohio, Virginia and 
North Carolina wine-makers, at a 
hearing last Saturday before Secre- 
tary’ of Agriculture Houston, pro- 
tested against the enforcement of pure 
food inspection order No. 156, which 
prevents makers of spurious wines 
from using water and sugar in their 
products. They told the Secretary 
they were still making wines under 
decision 120, which permits adultera- 
tion with sugar and water, and it 
was impossble to observe the law as 
provided in decision 156. 

Representative Kahn questioned 
some of the Eastern makers, as did 
William Cullman, New York repre- 
sentative of the California Wine As- 
sociation. The questions brought out 
that the Eastern manufacturers are 
still producing spurious wines and 
pomace wines adulterated with sugar 
and water, in competition with Call- 
fornia makers, whose wines are made 
from the pure juice of grapes.

Lads Are Compelled to Join in 
Flight to Mountains; American 
Troops Are Close to Raiders 


Casas Grandes, Mex.—Francisco 
Villa, the outlawed Mexican bandit, 
who is fleeing before the American 
cavalrymen somewhere in the district 
between Namiquipa and the foot hills 
of the Sierra Tarahumares, is increas- 
ing his band by force, according to 
army reports March 25. 

The bandit chieftain seized thirty- 
five young men and boys in El Valle, 
sixty-five miles south of here and 
forced them to accompany his col- 
umn. Half of the Constitutionalist gar- 
rison at Namiquipa, about sixty miles 
south of here, has disappeared and 
it is suspected that some of them, at 
least, also have jofned Villa. 

Utmost haste is being made in the 
flight toward the mountains, which 
Villa is nearing rapidly, neither men 
nor horses being spared. It is known 
that he is practically without sup- 
ples and ammunition, and it {ts re- 
ported that he is attempting to reach 
a neighborhood where he has am- 
munition cached in three places. 

Peons in the district through which 
he has passed recently say that his 
men are ravenously hungry and are 
practically in a state of starvation. 
Dead and dying horses discarded in 
the flight are found almost daily by 
American troops, eight being discov- 
ered March 265, 

The haste which the handit is 
making in his flight would indicate 
that the American forces are close 
on his heels, but General J. J. Persh- 
ing, expeditionary commander, who 
returned March 25 from a two days’ 
inspection trip of the troops in the 
field, says that reports that Villa 
is surrounded are premature.

INDIAN TRIBE, DIES 


Primitive Savage Is Victim of 
Tuberculosis; Gave Valuable 
Facts to Scientists 


San Francisco.—Ishi, the man prim- 
itive, the unlearned creature of na- 
ture; Ishi, the last of the Yahi, the 


stone-age tribe which once _ flour- 


ished and fought the “whites” among 
the crags and cliffs east of the Sac- 
ramento, is dead—a sacrifice to sci- 
ence, which tore him from his green 
forests and running streams to dispel 


the darkness clouding the primitive 
life and viewpoint. 

Ishi, whose living presence at tho 
Affiliated Colleges Museum served to 
revive a memory of what once was, 
breathed his last at noon March 25, 
in silence upon a small cot in the 
University of California Hospital. 

Ishi died nameless, for “Ishi,” in 
the language of his vanished tribe, 
means simply “man,” and of tubercu- 
losis. For eighteen months, say Drs. 
Herbert C. Moffitt and E. H. Falconer, 
who attended him, his iron constitu- 
tion—the product of his primitive ex- 
istence before science claimed him 
for its own—resisted the ravages of 
the disease. March 20 Ishi explained 
by signs and in the few words of 
English which he has been taught, 
that he was ill and must go to bed. 

Last Monday, Ishi, whose age is 
placed between 55 and 60 years, was 
—in the manner of his forefathers— 
cremated. 

Thin, hungry, and clad only in a 
cast-off undershirt, Ishi was discov- 
ered in August, 1911, at a slaughter- 
house four miles from Oroville. His 
appearance caused a furor of excite- 
ment, and the Sheriff of Butte county 
came out, took the “wild man” in 
charge and gave him, as the most 
available lodging, the insane cell of 
the jail. The news of the capture 
traveled through the newspapers to 
the University of California, whose 
savants immediately tagged him as a 
possible survivor of the Yahi tribe. 

Sitting upon the side of his cot in 
the insane cell, Ishi, uncertain of his 
fate, answered “ulsi’” (I don’t under- 
stand) in the language of his tribe, 
to a broadside of questions in Span- 
ish, English and half a dozen Indian 
languages. A few weeks later he was 
taken in charge by the department 
of anthropology and became a ‘“‘sci- 
entific specimen” at the museum and 
later assistant janitor. 

According to a history of the Yahi 
tribe compiled by Professor TT. T. 
Waterman of the University, who has 
been a close friend and observer of 
Ishi, the Indian was one of a small 
party of survivors of Yahis, who fled 
to the hills east of the Sacramento in 
1865 after suffering almost complete 
extermination at the hands of an 
armed band of whites. 

In 1908 evidences of the survival of 
four of the tribe, which shunned both 
Indians and whites as enemies, was 
discovered, when they still used the 
bow and arrow and other aboriginal 
applHances, and were, according to 
Professor Waterma ; absolutely ae 


familiar with the usages of civilizt, 


tion. 

Ishi has told the museum scientists 
that one of the survivors of which 
evidence was found in 1908 was his 
sister; another, his mother; and the 
fourth, an old man. All were dead 
when Ishi unwittingly passed the 
borders of civilization and became a 
“sclentific specimen.”

Muskogee, Okla.—Three posses pur- 
sued Paul V. Hadley and his bride, 
wanted in connection with the killing of 
Sheriff Jacob Giles of Beaumont, Tex., 
on a train near Choctah, Okla., Mareh 
24. Hadley was being taken to Beau- 
mont from Nebraska to answer a mur- 
der charge. 

After the killing Hadley compelled 
the conductor to stop the train and, 
with his wife, fled to the hills. 

Posses returning from the chase said 
the pair were headed for the timber 
of the Canadian river bottoms and were 
three hours ahead of any posse. 

The version of the officers in the case 
is that it was the woman who killed the 
sheriff, using her own revolver, which 
she had concealed from the officer all 
the way from Kansas City, waiting until 
she reached the chosen spot in Okla- 
homa. Then she secured the sheriff’s 
gun, passed it to her husband and told 
him they would fight their way out.

Gor- 
rell, who were later reported missing, 
became separated, failing to reach Casas 
Grandes with the others. 

Ile asserted that there are numerous 
landmarks in the northern part of Chi- 
huahua by which the aviators may find 
their way. Among these he named La 
Ascension, Lake Guzman, _ Corralitos, 
Boea Grande and the Casas Grandes 
river.

tion of fat should be productive of 
danger; but while she is giving suck 
the sow cannot be fed too well. The 
pigs may be weaned at eight weeks, 
removing them for that purpose from 
the sow. They should be fed well, 
frequently, abundantly and sufficiently 
—not more—on moist, nutritious 
foods, and particular attention should 
be paid to their lodgment. A warm, 
dry comfortable bed is of fully as 
much consequence as feeding, if not 
even more.

In the pressure of those misvr- 
able days, when the German invadcrs 
almost succeeded in destroying the 
civilization which Greece and Rome 
had slowly built up during a thousand 
years of wise labor, the lagoon islands 
became a place of retreat for various 
harried peoples, who fled to them for 
shelter, as in our days so many dis- 
tressed Belgians: have fled to Holland 
|and England, writes Sir Martin 
‘Conway in Country life. That 
was how Venice and Malamocco 
were called into being; but Torcello 
was, the first of these cliles uf refuges. 
It was likewise for a long time the 
chief city of the lagoons; 
Doge whose name is remembered had 
his seat of government there. 

Venice, for all its antiquity, throbs 
with contemporary life. To go from 
it to Torcello is to plunge into the 
past. The very transit by gondola 
matches also that transition. From 
the city of the Hving you float past 
the city of the dead, and so over the 
wide lagoon to Burano. Thon come 
devious channels among sand banks 
and low lying islands, inhabited, if at 
all, by malaria-stricken folk. At last 
Torcello rises before you with its {m- 
posing group of churches and its in- 
significant cluster of houses. There 
stands the cathedral with its Ro- 
Manesque campanile and near by the 
areaded octagon of Santa Fosca. Gone 
is all else of importance that once 
arose here in pride. A ruined bap- 
tistery can still be traced. The small

A 
few fishing boats alone represent the 
fleet of merchant vessels that in the 
tenth century filled the great haven 
whereof Constantine Porphyrogenetos 
wrote: Moreover, the whole aspect of 
the place is one of abandonment. 
Grass grows in the streets. There is 
nothing going on. The only modern 
life is that brought by the vigitors 
who come to see the dead city. 
Churches are Restorations. 

It follows that he who would taste 
the abiding and most rare charm of 
Torcello must not visit it in a crowd. 
He must come alone, or at most with 
one or two sympathetic companions, 
and he must have plenty of time to 
spare, for such visions as these can- 
not be apprehended in a few hurried 
moments. They do not strike a hasty 
beholder; they creep into the con- 
sciousness of one who yields himself 
entirely to their slow, insidious pene- 
tration. Neither the cathedral nor 
Santa Fosca are in fact nearly so old, 
in their preesnt condition, as they 
seem to be. One would willingly 
enough accept them as of early Chris- 
tian date, for both the basilica and 
the round church are built on ancient 
lines and conform to early architec- 
tural forms. The first cathedral on 
this spot was that built in mid-seventh 
century by Altinum refugees; possi- 
bly one carved stone from that may 
survive. In 864 and again in 1008 the 
building was seriously dealt with, and 
the first restoration amounted to a 
rebuilding, though, to some extent, on 
the old lines and preserving the orig- 
inal apse. 

In the year 1008 a further restora- 
tion was taken in hand, this time pn-

finely decorative work of a Byzantine 
chisel being in our day anywhere dis- 
coverable. On the best of them a pair 
of peacocks, facing one another, are 
pecking at the contents of a bowl 
which is raised on a column between 
them. The rest of the space is filled 
with whorls of tendrils, and the whole 
is framed within a border, adorned 
with a series of those charming ro- 
settes within circles which decorated 
every Byzantine lady’s ivory jewel- 
casket of that time. As for the ambo, 
or pulpit, that was pulled to pieces at 
a later date and set up again in an 
altered position and a blundering fash- 
fon, so that the parts are all wrongly 
arranged and many are missing. 

About the time when the ambo was 
being pulled to pieces the cathedral 
underwent a further restoration.’ Its 
inlaid floor was then put down and 
mosaic pictures were affixed all over 
its west wall and in some other 
places. But by that date the best age 
of Byzantine art was passed, and the 
west wall mosaics, though still highly 
interesting in spite of much radical 
restoration, are not very beautiful. 
Torcello had lost its importance and 
no longer could command the re- 
sources of more prosperous days. 

It was, however, at this time that 
the little church of Santa Fosca re- 
ceived the form which it still retains. 
Originally it was a small three aisled 
basilica, with a little apse at the end 
of each aisle. For what reason and 
by whom the church was rebuilt in its 
present octagonal, porticoed shape is 
not recorded. Nothing of the original 
church remains except two of the lit- 
tle apses. The rest is all built on 
rather an ambitious Byzantine model, 
and was evidently intended to be sur 
mounted by a dome.
